Mrs. Sage was granted a tem ­ 
porary reprieve from deportation 
through a writ of habeas corpus 
issued by Federal Judge John P. 
Barnes after hearing her story 
of an alleged “deal” with the 
government. She will be given a 
hearing Thursday . 
Her deportation was stay ed 
Saturday a few hours before she 
was to have boarded a train for 
Ellis Island with other deportees. 
She then made known for the 
first time her part in the killing 
of the outlaw. 
Mrs. Sage said she betray ed 
Dillinger, the sweetheart of her 
friend, 
Mrs. 
Polly 
Hamilton 
Keele, on the promise from Mel­ 
vin H. Purvis, then chief of the 
government agents in Chicago, 
th a t he could and would have 
immigration officials cancel de­ 
portation 
proceedings 
against 
her. 
She said she notified federal 
agents th a t Dillinger would es­ 
cort her and Mrs. Keele to a mo­ 
tion picture theater. The out­ 
law was shot and killed on the

tal, the Word of God. 
This sad neglect of the Bible 
the speaker attributed to a lack 
of proper training in the home.

is

unspanked, it is untaught in the 
Word of God," he declared. 
It 
was urged th a t the y ounger gen­ 
eration be disabused of the idea 
th a t 
the 
Bible 
is something 
forced upon them, but th at the 
truths it contains are the vital 
ex periences of men which have 
been preserved for the good of 
mankind.

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COAL STRIKE SETTLED 
The citizens of the cou ntry breathed a sigh of 
relief with the news that satisfactory settlem ent 
had been made of the differences that cau sed 
the recent strike in the bitu minou s coal fields 
and the m ajority of the strikers are now back 
at work. 
While there was enou gh coal already mined to 
fu rnish most needs for sev eral weeks, a strike 
in the coal indu stry alway s cau ses immediate 
concern among the m ajority of the popu lation 
of the land. Coal is y et the means of comfort to 
a v ast m ajority regardless of the increasing pop­ 
u larity of other means of heating. It also is the 
u niv ersal power element that fu rnishes light and 
indu strial energy in most commu nities. 
W hether or not the recent strike, and su bse­ 
q u ent arbitration bringing rev ised conditions for 
the miners, was ju stified is a difficu lt q u estion 
for the av erage person, not directly interested, to 
consider. It is a known fact that many employ ers 
are taking definite adv antage of employ ees in 
keeping wages down regardless of improv ed con­ 
ditions and higher income of bu siness. They know 
that it is y et difficu lt for any one to step ou t and 
find new employ ment and althou gh liv ing con­ 
ditions and better income ju stify increased sal­ 
aries, none are forthcoming. Su ch may or may 
not be the case in the coal indu stry , bu t it is in 
far too many instances. 
Those who followed the news of the strike and 
felt the spirit of the reconciliation, feel tha t the 
situ ation is not y et settled. The present cessation 
of the strike seems to be only a lu ll before an­ 
other storm breaks ou t. The coal indu stry is far 
from stabilized du e to v ariou s distu rbing ele­ 
ments which mu st be remov ed before any per­ 
m anent adju stm ents can be made. It is hoped, 
howev er, that fu rther trou ble may be av erted 
u ntil winter is ov er and the need of the black 
fu el greatly redu ced.

(Fro m Pa g e One) 
should proceed to lay down the 
first y ardstick from this great 
power plant in the form of a 
state power line, assisted in its 
financing by 
the 
government, 
and tapping the wonderful nat­ 
ural resources of southern Neva­ 
da.” 
The president strongly de­ 
fended the countless other fed­ 
eral projects of smaller nature 
now underway through the rap­ 
id-fire, jobs-making works prog­ 
ress administration. 
Pointing to the vast use 
of 
Boulder 
Dam 
in 
preventing 
floods, irrigating soil and provid­ 
ing power, he aswed, “Can we 
say that a five-foot brushwood 
dam across the headwaters of an 
arroy o, and costing only a mil­ 
lionth part of Boulder Dam, is 
an undesirable project or a waste 
of money ?” 
“With it all,” 
he continued, 
“with work proceeding in every 
one of the 
more than 
three 


thousand counties in the United 
States, and of 
vastly 
greater 
number of local divisions of gov­ 
ernment, the actual credit 
of 
government agencies is on a 
stronger and safer basis than at 
any time in the past six y ears.
